the change was so marked that few­ 
er duels were fought during that pe­ 
riod than had ordinarily taken place 
in a*single week before. 
Since last 
spring not a single case

July, 1911, fifty-four 
duels 
were re­ 
corded in Budapest alone. 
How public opinion has changed on 
this question of dueling is shown in 
a document 
recently 
published 
in 
the Hungarian papers. 
A provincial 
lawyer made 
some 
disparaging re­ 
marks about Hie army 
in 
the pres­ 
ence of a wounded 
officer, 
who re­ 
sented his conduct 
in 
very 
sharp 
language. 
The 
lawyer- sent a chal­ 
lenge, but the seconds met and drew 
up a document setting forth that an 
officer ready to sacrifice his life for 
his country was not 
obliged 
to give 
the so-called “satisfaction” and that 
in the present war the life of every 
soldier, and of every civilian, was too 
precious to be risked in dueling. 
The Anti-Dueling league, which has 
long existed in 
Hungary, 
expresses 
I he hope that this evil has been over­ 
come, not only for

Leipzig, Germany, Sept. lf!.—One of 
the curious effect# of the war 
has 
been to reduce the number of loans 
made by the poor of the city at the 
municipal pawn establishment, and 
to increase the number of redemp­ 
tions of property already pawned. 
The explanation is that most of the 
loans, in peace time, are made by 
women; that most of the women are 
the wives of men now in the field; 
and that never in peace time have 
these women had as laige an income 
as they do now that most of their hus­ 
band’s earnings come to them to sup­ 
plement what they 
themselves 
can 
make. 
In the twelve months just preceding 
the war the municipal 
pawn 
shop 
made approximately 240,000 loans on 
articles ranging from silver headed 
canes to babies* 
shoes. 
The 
exact 
number for the past twelve months 
has not been compiled, but the direc­ 
tor of the establishm ent is authority 
for the statem ent that the number 
probably will run closer to 200,090. 
Incidentally the money loaned will 
not, either, reach the figures of the 
year before. 
The usual rate of redemption, in 
normal, peace times, is astonishingly 
high as pawn shops go. 
With a nor­ 
mal of almost a quarter of a million 
loans a year; it is seldom that m ore 
than 20,000 articles have to be auc­ 
tioned off. 
The number usually runs 
between 15,000 and 18,000. This year 
it will be still smaller because of the 
increased number of redemptions. 
Leipzig's loan establishm ent is a 
huge affair, and is conducted along 
much the same lines as a few* institu­ 
tions in America that make a special­ 
ity of encouraging redemptions by ad­ 
vancing little, and by charging a low 
rate cf interest. The city of Leipzig, 
however, incorporates a new feature 
by charging 12 
per 
cent 
a 
year, 
and then returning to the borrower 
everything above the interest charges 
that may be procured by auctioning 
off the pledge when it has not been 
redeemed. 
Women are by far 
the most fre­ 
quent customers, 
and 
rarely 
offer 
anything of great value. 
A prosper­ 
ous loan establishment would scott at 
the watches and 
jewelry 
that find 
'heir way to 
the 
municipal 
“pawn 
-hop” and would 
refuse 
to accept' 
the clothing, even bedding and house­ 
hold utensils that are offered. 
That 
they are taken by the city establish­ 
ment is one of its virtues, for with 
'hem many a needy person 
can get 
temporary relief that she could not 
obtain elsewhere. 
The haggling, arguing 
methods of 
’he private loan office are noticeable 
by their absence 
in 
the 
Yorkplatz 
*-ablishnaent. The women enter by a 
rear door, 
free 
from 
the 
preying 
eyes of gossipping 
neighbors, 
and 
bender their bundles to appraisers, 
who briefly announce what will

Dutch children to the effect that the 
famous toy-making town of Nurem­ 
berg in Bavaria may use the metal 
which it has been putting into mil­ 
lions of little tin soldiers for more 
real purposes of war. 
However true 
the report may be, there is as yet no 
serious decimation in the ranks of 
the armies of the nursery floor. From 
toy dealers’ reports, in fact, the tin- 
soldier armies are increasing faster 
t,han any others in Europe.

war Dutch 
children were satisfied with an indis­ 
criminate phalanx of red coats, Ger­ 
man Hussars and Cossacks, the nur­ 
sery now must be equipped uniformly 
with unbroken lines of soldiers, with 
the child’s favorite always predomi­ 
nating in strength of men and* guns.

Leaders 
of 
the 
equal 
suffrage 


movement announced that * they 
do 
not intend that woman suffrage shall 
be an issue in. the national campaign 
of 1916, for 
the 
extremely 
simple 
reason that they propose 
to drive a 
suffrage 
amendment 
through 
con­ 
gress at the coming session. 
This is 
the 
famous 
amendment 
first drafted in its present 
form by 
Susan B Anthony in 18T5 and first in­ 
troduced in congress by i Senator A. 
A. Sargent, of 
California, 
in 
1878. 
Since that time it has received com­ 
mittee action both favorable and ad­ 
verse, no less than ten times in the 
senate and six times in the house. It 
was voted on in the senate in 1887, 
receiving 16 years 
to 
34 nays, and 
again in 1914, receiving 36 yeas to 34 
nays, or l l less than 
the necessary 
two-thirds vote 
In 
the 
house last 
January it received 174 yeas 
to 204 
nays, thus failing by 78 votes of the 
necessary two-thirds. 
But 
the new* 
congress will contain a 1 good many 
more friends 
of 
suffrage 
than the 
last, and the women in char?!^ of the 
movement are 
confident ' Of success 
during the first session 
of 1915-1916, 
especially as women already have the 
right to vote for president in no less 
than twelve 
states, 
representing 89 
votes in the electoral college. 
Whether one favors equal suffrage 
of not, it must be recognized 
that 
the women have made a very strong 
and intelligent campaign.

New Law Is So Drawn m s to Leave 


but Few Loopholes. 


Columbia, S. C., Sept. 16.— Unoffi­ 
cial returns from all forty-four coun­ 
ties of South Carolina indicate a ma­ 
jority of nearly 20,000 for statewide 
prohibition in the 
referendum 
elec­ 


tion held Tuesday. 
Although the returns were not com­ 
plete, it w’as said that all but the 
smaller and more 
remote 
precincts 
were accounted for. 
The vote tabulated showed 35,485 
for prohibition and 
14,000 
for 
the 
present 
fi>cal-option 
system, 
under 
which fourteen counties now’ operate 
liquor dispensaries. 
The new law’ will become effective 
January I next. 
It prevents the sale 
of beers and w’ines as w'ell as liquors, 
and is said to be so drawn as to leave 
but few’ loopholes.
